A Special Agent of WFO who participated in the inter¬ 
view of Mr. Colson has pointed out that the interview with Mr. Colson 
was of no more than 45 minutes duration. Because of the conditions 
under which the interview was conducted, it was realized that the 
matter of Mr. Colson’s control of funds in this matter and his knowledge 
of expenditures to the special unit were not developed to a desirable 
degree.

WFO states that these documents were received by or prepared 
at that office as a result of an examination of material maintained in the safe 
of Egil Krogh, an Under Secretary at the Department of Transportation until 
his resignation in May, 1973. 

The LHM enumerated various documents found in Krogh’s files. 
Some of those documents were communications from the Bureau. These 
latter communications were prepared by the Bureau and submitted to 
The White House on such issues as threats against Government officials, 
copies of the Current Intelligence Analysis (CINAL) , and memoranda 
prepared for dissemination by the Bureau on various demonstrations that 
were scheduled in Washington, D. C. In each of these instances, Krogh 
would have had access to the material as a result of his employment at 
The White House. 

The 5/30/73 communication transmits among the miscellaneous 
documents a copy of a teletype captioned "Kenfour" from Cleveland dated 
5/12/70. WFO advises that the document in Krogh’s safe was the original 
of the teletype sent by Cleveland. A review of our files on "Kenfour" shows 
that a copy of this particular teletype is located therein and has a notation 
"Director furnished original to President Nixon this a.m. Treat this copy 
as original.

As noted in the enclosed WFO airtel, possibility 
exists the hand printing and handwriting on applications attached herewith 
could possibly be that of persons other than Ellsberg. 


It is noted that the postmark of the enclosed postcard, 7/9/71 
embraces a time span when it is known Ellsberg was in the United States 
and during .which time he was not in possession of a passport. While the 
enclosed postcard could be the product of a ’’crank” or for a hoax it is not 
impossible that Ellsberg actually sent the card to friends abroad for 
transmittal to the Director as a means of embarrassment or ridicule. 


Bureau Laboratory is requested to compare signatures and 
handwriting on the enclosed postcard with the known hand print, handwriting 
and signatures of Ellsberg appearing in the enclosures herewith. Handwriting 
samples of Ellsberg as furnished herewith may be maintained in the Bureau 
Laboratory for appropriate document examination in connection with other 
facets of this matter in the future.

In connection with current matter before the m™.N eman 
court hearing,the Ellsberg case in Los Angeles, and at the 
direction of the Department. WFO Agents prepared a supple¬ 
mental inventory of material obtained from the office of 
E. Howard Hunt, formerly of the White House. This material 
was originally furnished the FBI in connection with the 
Watergate case. The matter before the Los Angeles court 
concerns the alleged burglary of the office of Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist by Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy. The material 
obtained from Hunt's office was requested by the judge hearing 
the Ellsberg case for the purpose of determining if any 
information is contained therein indicating evidence used 
by the Government was tainted. 


Among the material found in Hunt's office were a 
number of copies of FBI communications prepared during our 
investigation of Ellsberg. Specifically, they included the 
following:

From the analysis it was concluded that the source of these documents 
which were m Hunt s possession was someone in the Internal Security 
Division of the Department. It was noted that we had given weekly 
summary communications to the White House from July, 1971 to 
February, 1972, but had not provided to anyone in the White House actual 
copies of our investigative reports, teletypes, or interview report forms.

8/3/71 we did furnish to Mr. Egil Krogh, Jr., then Deputy Assistant to the I 
resident for Domestic Affairs, copies of interview report forms. These

of the Federal Bureau of Invest!^ tion. The circumstances surrounding 
our furnishing these FD-302s to Mr. Krogh were as follows: 

,, ^he President sent a letter to former Director Hoover 

saying that the President had directed Mr. Krogh to examine in depth the 
circumstances of the many disclosures of Top Secret and other sensitive 
aterial to the public. To assist Mr. Krogh in this project the President 
asked Mr. Hoover to forward to Mr. Krogh as soon as possible ( 1 ) all

(2) a comprehensive background paper on Daniel Ellsberg. The attachment

with a 20-page memorandum on Daniel Ellsberg and memoranda with 
respect to the other individuals on whom we had information in our files 
or which was readily obtainable through checks of other agency files 
None of these 302s were found among the Hunt material. 


By way of background, in approximately May, 1967, then Secretary 
°1 D ^ e P se Robert McNamara decided that a Department of Defense study 7 
should be made of the history of U.S. involvement in Vietnam. This studv 
after its completion, has been known variously as the McNamara papers 
t e Pentagon Papers, and the Ellsberg Papers. On approximately 6/1/67 1 

Dr. Leslie H. Gelb, who was then Acting Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Policy Planning and Arms Control, was selected to serve 
as Director of a Task Force to handle this study. Among individuals 
who worked on this Task Force were Dr. Melvin Gurtov and Richard Harris 
Moorsteen of Rand Corporation, Santa Monica, California, the President 
of which was Henry S. Rowen, and Daniel Ellsberg. Mr. Paul Culliton 
Warnke, while Assistant Secretary of Defense for International Security 
Affairs, was connected with the Task Force only to the extent of securing 
help required by Dr. Gelb. & 


..... __ ° ur flrst dissemination of information on the Ellsberg case to the 
White House was by letter dated 7/6/71 to Mr. H. R. Haldemanf former 
Presidential Advisor. Weekly summaries thereafter were furnished to 
Mr. Haldeman (with copies to the Attorney General, Deputy Attorney General 
and Assistant Attorney General, Internal Security Division) until 2/16/72. 

Following the receipt of the President's letter of 7/29/71 in 
which the President stated "Please keep Mr. Krogh up to date on the results 
of your continuing investigation into this matter, " we began sending a copy 
of this weekly summary to Mr. Krogh on 8/9/71 and he received them until 
they were discontinued in February, 1972. These weekly summaries
